Shopify has its own merchant payment processor and this is available to sellers 
in the US, the UK, Ireland, Australia, Puerto Rico, and Canada. 


If you are not in one of these countries, you will have several alternatives to 
choose from. 


| highly recommend Stripe, which | am still using at this time because until 
recently, Shopify’s own processor was not available in Ireland. 


So, if you have Stripe as an option, | recommend it! 
There are usually several options on a drop down list. 


As well as regular credit/debit card payment options, you also have the option 
to add things like ‘Bitcoin’ and other alternative payment methods. | have never 
used these myself. 


You also have the option of using of PayPal either AS WELL as another option, or 
instead of. 


Normally | like to have a credit card processor, such as Stripe AND PayPal as an 
option for customers at the checkout.

One advantage of PayPal is that you get instant access to your funds. With any 
other solution, such as Stripe, or Shopify’s own processor, you do not have 
instant access and it can take a week for the funds to appear in your bank 
account. 


Therefore, if cash flow is very tight, you may want to stick with PayPal only, at 
least to begin with.
